The Blairs own five tractor-trailers 
that haul to California, according to a 
posting on Chris Blair’s Facebook 



page. 

“One of my tractor trailers was 
caught in the tornado yesterday in 
Shawnee, OK.,” Chris Blair said in the 
post. “The truck is shown on the 
Weather Channel and it’s destroyed.”

Floyd Co. 
doctor’s 
license 
suspended

FRANKFORT — An emergency 
order of suspension was issued May 
8 by the Kentucky Board of Medical 
Licensure for a Floyd County physi- 
cian arrested April 30 for child por- 
nography charges. 

Dr. Bret A. Dunning, 50, of 
Dana, is charged with one count of 
possession of matter portraying sex 
performance of a minor. 

The emergency order says Dun- 
ning is “prohibited from performing 
any act which constitutes the prac- 
tice of medicine as that term is 
defined by KRS 311.550(10) which 
includes the diagnosis, treatment, or 
correction of any and all human 
conditions, ailments, diseases, inju- 
ries or infirmities by any and all 
means, methods, devices or instru- 
mentalities until the resolution of 
the Complaint setting forth the alle- 
gations discussed in this pleading or 
until such further order of the 
board.” 

The chair of the board’s Inquiry 
Panel B concluded that “there is 
probable cause to make the Findings 
of Fact, which support its Emergen- 
cy Order of Suspension in that Dun- 
ning was licensed by the Board to 
practice osteopathy in Kentucky and 
his osteopathic specialty is Family 
Medicine.” 

The order states that on April 30, 
Kentucky State Police detectives

Johnson woman’s evidentiary 
hearing scheduled for June 26

PAINTSVILLE — An evidentiary hearing is sched- 
uled for June 26 in Johnson Circuit Court to determine 
whether to set aside a plea agreement in which Amanda 
Fannin provided information about the location of the 
bodies of a missing Johnson County couple whose son 
has been charged with their murders. 

Fannin’s attorney, Will Collins, wasn’t present dur- 
ing her scheduled court appearance Friday, but she was 
represented by Matt Butler, who told Judge John David 
Preston that he had been given the available dates that 
her attorney could appear for an evidentiary hearing. 



Butler originally said Collins wouldn’t have any 
free time until the end of August and that he needed 
time to conduct a review of jailhouse informants and to 
review the fiscal evidence. 

“We still don’t have the final autopsy report,” But- 
ler said. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney Tony Skeans 
was opposed to the lengthy amount of time Butler was 
requesting and said that the autopsy report was expect- 
ed to be received in the next few days. 

“Our discovery is nearly completed,” Skeans said. 
“I think six months is more than enough time for them

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State health exchange 
has informational site

FRANKFORT — The state has 
begun efforts to educate and make 
Kentuckians aware of the Health 
Benefit Exchange, which will help 
residents who do not have health 
insurance get affordable coverage. 

A new Web site — kynect. 
ky.gov — was introduced last 
Wednesday by Gov. Steve Beshear, 
who said the site will provide “one- 
stop shopping to find health cover- 
age and determine if they are eli- 
gible for payment assistance or tax 



credits to help cover costs.” 

An estimated 600,000 Kentuck- 
ians are uninsured, Beshear said, 
and the Health Benefit Exchange 
will help them find coverage 
through private insurance plans or 
Medicaid and the Kentucky Chil- 
dren’s Health Insurance Program 
(KCHIP) . 

The exchange is part of the fed- 
eral Affordable Care Act. 

Nearly 16,000 people in Law- 
rence, Johnson, Floyd, Martin and 
Magoffin counties under the age of 
65 are uninsured, according to state

With an under- 65 popula- 
tion of 13,586, Lawrence 
County has 11,097 residents 
who are insured and 2,489 
who are uninsured, the statis- 
tics show. 

Johnson County, with a 
population under 65 of 
19,689, has 16,196 residents 
with insurance and 3,493 
without it. 

In Floyd County, which 
has a 33,683 under-65 popu- 
lation, 27,313 residents have 
insurance and 6,370 do not. 

Martin County has an 
under-65 population of 9,867, 
with 8,312 having insurance 
and 1,555 not having cover- 
age. 

Of the 11,578 Magoffin 
County residents under 65, 
9,540 are insured and 2,038 
are uninsured. 

Open enrollment for indi- 
viduals seeking to purchase 
insurance through the health 
exchange begins Oct. 1 and 
runs through March 31, 2014, 
with coverage beginning as 
soon as Jan. 1, 2014. Open 
enrollment for small busi- 
nesses also begins Oct. 1, but 
businesses with fewer than 50 
employees will be able to 
choose to enroll employees in 
plans offered through kynect 
at any point after that date.

executed a search warrant at 
Dunning’s address, after 
which he was arrested and 
charged with possession of 
matter portraying a sexual 
performance by a minor. 
According to the citation, 
detectives observed three 
images on Dunning’s com- 
puter involving sexual acts by 
children age 7 or under. 

Dunning’s practice is 
located next to a preschool, 
Learning Ladder Academy, 
the emergency order says. 

During his preliminary 
hearing, the investigating offi- 
cer, Kentucky State Police 
Det. Jason Merlo, testified at 
the doctor’s preliminary hear- 
ing. 

“Our investigation showed 
approximately 176 images 
and videos associated with the 
IP address,” Merlo said during 
testimony. 

Assistant Floyd County 
Attorney Tyler Green said that 



the judge determined at the 
preliminary hearing that there 
is probable cause and referred 
the case to the grand jury. 

Dunning was released on a 
$25,000 cash bond, with con- 
ditions that he stay 1 ,000 feet 
from any school, daycare or 
place where there are under 
age children. He is not 
allowed to possess any com- 
puter or electronics device, 
and is on strict home confine- 
ment. 

During his court appear- 
ance at the preliminary hear- 
ing, the judge denied requests 
by his attorney, Steve Owens 
of Pikeville, for a bond reduc- 
tion and kept Dunning on the 
same restrictions for home 
confinement. 

Dunning, according to the 
Kentucky State Medical 
Board of Licensure Web site, 
has been licensed since March 
20, 2008, after graduating 
from the Pikeville College 
School of Osteopathic Medi- 
cine in 2005 .

to do what they need to do. We 
still have Willie Blanton, and 
it’s coming up soon. If we give 
them that much time, his case 
will be tried before we make it 
to court.” 

Preston asked Butler about 
June 26 and whether that date 
was available on Collins’ cal- 
endar. Butler said Collins 
wouldn’t be available that day. 

Preston asked what he had 
going on that day, and Butler 
said “nothing” but that he 
couldn’t be ready by then. 

“I didn’t ask you that,” 
Preston said. “Let’s go ahead 
and set it for June 26.” 

The evidentiary hearing is 
to make a determination as to 
whether Fannin violated the 
terms of the plea agreement in 
which she said she had no 
involvement in the murders of 
Larry and Sandra Blanton, was 
not at the scene of the crime 
and only became aware of it 
after the fact. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Anna Melvin’s office filed a 
motion earlier this month ask- 
ing that the plea deal be revok- 
ing, saying new information 
had been obtained concerning 



Fannin’s involvement in the 
murders. 

“On April 8, the Common- 
wealth first became aware of 
statements made by Fannin to 
four other individuals that con- 
tradict the statements given to 
the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Department,” the motion said. 
“These statements include 
alleged statements made by 
Fannin which would indicate 
that she helped in the disposal 
of the bodies, cleanup of the 
murder scene, and was present 
during the murder of at least 
Sandra Blanton.” 

If the motion is granted, the 
commonwealth could poten- 
tially seek the death penalty 
against the Blantons’ son, Wil- 
liam. The death penalty was 
initially taken off the table in 
the plea deal with Fannin. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
were reported missing in Sep- 
tember 2012, and William 
Blanton along with Fannin 
were both considered persons 
of interest in the case. 

Fannin apparently helped 
authorities in the investigation. 
Fannin, who was indicted last 
year on charges of flagrant 
non- support and promoting 
contraband, entered the plea 
agreement in exchange for her

vehicle under the influence of 
drugs, failure to maintain 
required motor vehicle insur- 
ance, possession of a controlled 
substance and possession of 
drug paraphernalia.

But 
the wind picked the truck up 
and blew it over the bridge, 
according to Blair. 

Everett reportedly suffered a 
fractured skull and several bro- 
ken vertebrae. 

Blair said on his Facebook 
page Tuesday that Everett is 
undergoing surgery, that he is 
paralyzed from the waist down, 
but that doctors are hopeful he 
will walk again after the sur- 
gery. 

“Doctors are doing surgery 
on his back this morning to try 
and remove debris from his spi- 
nal cord,” Blair said in the post- 
ing Tuesday morning.

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5 things to 
know before 
you cut your 
cable bill

Need more proof that 
the world is changing? 
Last week, the President of 
the National Cable & Tele- 
communications Associa- 
tion, Michael Powell, told 
the Senate that “the largest 
subscription video provid- 
er in the country today is 
Netflix.” 

If you haven’t paid 
attention to the entertain- 
ment landscape for the last 
few years, Netflix is an 
online streaming video ser- 
vice. You pay $8 a month 
and can watch all the TV 
shows and movies you 
want on your computer, 
mobile gadgets or TV. 

It was the first, and not 
the last, serious challenge 
to the cable companies’ 
dominance. Even if cable 
companies won’t admit it, 
they’re working hard to 
stay relevant against grow- 
ing competition from Netf- 
lix, Amazon, Google Play, 
Hulu, iTunes, YouTube and 
many other online video 
services. 

Millions of consumers 
have already been lured 
away from cable with 
promises of lower prices 
and the freedom to watch 
what they want, when they 
want. I know, because I’m 
one of them. 

Of course, like any big 
change to new technology, 
there are challenges to 
overcome. Here are five 
things I’ve discovered that 
will help make your transi- 
tion easier — or might con- 
vince you to wait a bit 
longer to make the jump. 

Know what’s available 

Watching what you 
want, when you want is 
like a dream come true. 
Once you try it, you’ll nev- 
er want to go back to 
scheduled programming. 

Unfortunately, finding 
ways to watch all your 
favorite shows and movies 
is a bit of a stumbling 
block. You might find 
some are available on 
Hulu, YouTube or other 
free TV and free movies 
sites. 

Many will only be 
available on a paid sub- 
scription service, such as 
Netflix, Amazon or Hulu 
Plus, which generally cost 
you $7 to $8 a month. Not 
every service carries every 
show, so you could be 
forced to sign up for mul- 
tiple services. 

Due to licensing restric- 
tions, some shows are only 
available as paid digital 
downloads on iTunes, 
Google Play and Amazon. 
These can cost $1 to $2 per 
episode, and they might 
not be available the same 
time the episodes air. Buy- 
ing a full season of a show 
can set you back from $20 
to $50, just like a regular 
DVD box set. 

You can see how this 
starts to add up quickly. If 
you don’t plan ahead, you 
might find yourself paying 
as much as cable to keep 
up with everything. 

You could visit the 
major streaming sites and 
look through their catalogs 
to find out what shows and 
movies they have. Or you 
can visit a site like Can I 
Stream It? It will tell you 
which online providers 
have the shows you want 
to watch. 

Don’t miss out on live 
TV 

While on-demand 
viewing is nice, some peo- 
ple still want the option to 
watch live TV. It’s great for 
news and sports, two things 
streaming video services 
still don’t have available. 

Luckily, you don’t need 
a cable subscription to 
watch either one. You can 
pick up broadcast TV in 
full HD with an antenna. 

No, I’m not talking 
about the metal eyesores 
that used to perch on your 
roof. Modern HD antennas

Nearly 500 parents, family 
members and educators shared 
the 27th Young Authors “Writ- 
ers Soar with the Stars” Cele- 
bration, April 28, at the 
Wilkinson/Stumbo Conven- 
tion Center in Jenny Wiley 
State Park. Writing and litera- 
cy are celebrated each year 
through the Young Authors’ 
Program in the Floyd County 
School District. 

“We believe that reading 
and writing are important 
foundational skills to a stu- 
dent’s success in school, in 
choosing careers, in college, 
and in life,” said Dr. Henry 
Webb, superintendent.

Bringing a special address 
to the Young Authors was 
guest author Eloise Reynolds 
Delzer, who wrote “The 
Return of Harry: A Christmas 
Miracle.” Delzer read her 
book about Harry in Decem- 
ber at the Christmas through 
the Eyes of a Child program.

I sell one that costs less 
than what most people pay for 
a month of cable. It’s slim 
enough to hide behind a paint- 
ing and will give you 20 or 
more local and network chan- 
nels. 

Major networks are also 
starting to stream live TV 
online. ABC is doing a test in 
New York and Philadelphia 
right now. ESPN and Disney 
already offer WatchESPN and 
Watch Disney. 

For now, these services 
require you log in with proof 
of a cable or satellite account, 
but that could change in the 
future. 

Watch in comfort 

When streaming online 
video first appeared, your 
only real option was watching 
it on a computer. That was 
fine for early adopters, but 
regular consumers wanted the 
full living-room experience. 

Thanks to smart TVs and 
streaming video boxes, that’s 
no longer a problem. Inexpen- 
sive gadgets like Roku, Boxee 
and Apple TV, or any modern 
video game system, will 
stream video from all the pop- 
ular services right to your TV. 
If you’re buying a new TV, 
you can find smart TVs with 
online streaming built right in. 

A less expensive option, if 



you already have the hard- 
ware, is to connect your com- 
puter right to your TV. Many 
newer computers have HDMI 
or DVI outputs that will con- 
nect to most new TVs. 

Not only can it stream vid- 
eo, you can turn the computer 
into a digital video recorder 
for recording live broadcasts. 
Or use it to browse the Web, 
display your pictures or any- 
thing else you can use a com- 
puter to do. 

The computer doesn’t have 
to be a high-end monstrosity 
either. Personally, I use a Mac 
mini. 

Watch on the go 

Streaming video isn’t just 
for TVs and computers, how- 
ever. Maybe you want to 
watch video on the go with a 
tablet or smartphone. Because 
online services are Web- 
based, it’s no problem, as long 
as you have a decent Internet 
connection. 

Certain services work best 
with certain types of mobile 
gadgets. For example, Ama- 
zon will stream video to 
almost any tablet, but it works 
best with Amazon’s own Kin- 
dle Fire. However, it doesn’t 
have a smartphone app, while 
Netflix does. 

If you already have a 
mobile gadget, or are planning 
to purchase new ones, make 
sure they play nice with the 



services you use. 

Mix and match 

There’s no rule that says 
you have to choose just one of 
the options above. You can 
stick with cable for now and 
gradually explore free stream- 
ing video services. 

Ease your way into it and 
find out what works and 
doesn’t work for you. Take 
advantage of the free trials 
that the major streaming ser- 
vices offer. 

Don’t forget that cable 
companies want to keep you 
as a customer. They’re upgrad- 
ing their services and trying 
new promotions to make their 
offerings more attractive. 

You can leverage this into 
discounts and savings. For 
example, you can often get 
customer service to drop the 
monthly rental fee for your 
cable modem.
